MARCH 18 PRESENTATION ON YUGOSLAV REQUEST EOR LANDING 
RIGHTS. HE SAID LONDON'S STRONG PREFERENCE IS TO TELL 
THE YUGOSLAVS THAT THE ALLIES WOULD CONSIDER JAT'S 
APPLICATION EOR LANDING RIGHTS IN WEST BERLIN WHEN lAT 
COULD REPORT IT HAD OBTAINED GDR OVERFLIGHT RIGHTS. 
HOWEVER, AS "LAST RESORT" IE THERE WAS STRONG REELING 
THAT LANDING RIGHTS WOULD HELP JAT GET OVERFLIGHT RIGHTS, 
LONDON WOULD "BE PREPARED TO CONTEMPLATE" GRANTING LAND- 
ING RIGHTS ON FOLLOWING CONDITIONS: A) THEY WOULD TAKE 
EEEECT ONLY WHEN THOSE OF SAS AND AUA LAPSE; AND B) WHEN
